EXTRACT
Trom Mr. Calhouw’s Speech delivered in

the Senate of the United States in 1834.

Whatever diversity of sentiment there
may be as to the means, on one point all
must be agieed nothing effectual can be
dore; no check interposed to restore, to
arrgst ‘the progress of the system by the
action of the States: The reasonsalready
ussigned to prove that banking by one
State compels al others to bank, and that
the excess of banking in one, in like man-
ner compels all others to like cxcess,
equally demonstrate that it is impossible
for the States, acting separately; to inter-
pose any means to prevent the catastrophe
which certainly awaits the system and
perhaps ihe Governmeni itself, uniess the
great and growing danger to which I refer

-be tim&ly and effectually arrested. There

is no power any where but in this Govern-
ment—the joint agent Of all the States,
and through which the concert of the ac-
tion of the wholn can be eflected, arle-
quate to this great taslg The responsi-
bility is upon us, and upon us alone.—
The means can be, musy be applied by our
hands, or not at ell—a consideration, in
§0 greal an cmergency, in the presence
of such imminent danger, ecalculated, I
woulld suppos, to dispose all to co ope-
ration, and to allay every party feeling
in the heart even of the least patriotice.

What means do we possess, and how
can they Le applied?

If the entire banking system was under
the immediate control of the General Go-
vernment, there would be no difficulty in
devising a safe and effectual remedy to re-
store the equilibrum, so desirable between
the specie and the .paper which compose
our currency. But the fact is otherwise.
With the exception of the Bank of the
United States, all other banks owe their
origin to the authority of the several
States, and are under their immediate
control which presents the great difficulty
experienced in devisiug the proper means
of effecting the remedy, which all feel to
be so desirable: .

Among the means which have been sug-

gested, a Senator from Virgina, not now
a member of this body, (Mr. Rives,) pro-
poscd to apply the taxing power 0 sup-
press the circulation. "The remedy would
‘be simple and effective, but is liable to
great objection. “The taxing power is
odious under any circumstances; it would
be doubly so when called into exercise
with an overflowing treasury; and suill
more so, with the necessity of organizing
an expensive body of officers to collect a
single tax, and that on an inconsiderable
subject. But there is another, and of it-
self, a decisive objection. It would be
unconstitutional-—palpably and dangerous-
ly so. Ail political powers, as I stated
on another oceasion, are trust powers,
and limited in their exercise to the subject
and object of the grant. The taxing
power was granted to raise revenue for the
sole purpose of supplying the necessary
means of carrying on the operations of
the Government. To pervert this power
fram the object thus intended by the Con-
stitution, to that of repressing the eircula-
tion of bank notes, would be to convert it
from a revenue into a penal power—a
power in its nature and object essentially
different from that intended to be granted
in the Constitution; and a power, which
in its full extension, if once admitted,
would be sufficient of itself to give an en-
tire control to this Government over
property and the pursuits of the commu-
nity, and thus concentrate and consolidate
the entire power of the €ystemn in this Go-
vernment.

Rejecting, then the taxing power, there
remain two obvious and direct means in
possession of the Government which may
be brought into action to effect the object
intended, but neither of which, cither se-
parately or jointly, are of sufficient effica-
cy, however indispensable they may be
as part of an eflicient system of measures,
to correct the present or repress the grow-
ing disorders of the currency—I mean that
provision in the Constitution which em-
powers Congress to coin money, regulate
the value thereof and of foreign coin and
the power of prohibiting any thing bu
the legal currency 10 bo received cither in
whole or in part, in the ducs of the Go-
vernment.
